ment and wonder to many of thone who

There appears to 
b* very little complaint among ranchers 
as to fatal disorders among stock of this 
kind, losses occurring mainly from mis- 
management, overwork, or some groo 
ignorance of the nature and treatment 
ot this olass of stock. What has been 
here stated of bones is equally appl ioable 
to homed stock. Th* stock of this class 
is being rapidly improved from time to 
time. W* bar* observed some very 
fine Shorthorns, Devonshire*, Jerseys 
and Holsteins in almost every valley. 
Farmers here seem to have a well- 
rooted erAlation to take hold and tone 
up«he grade of their herds by introduc- 
ing good blood, and hence their deep 
interest In the Rural Press, when it 
contains some choice illustrations and 
articles on live stock. 


THE FIED, 


But horses and cattle that live and 


thrive must not only have good climate 
and water, bnt, most of all, good feed. 
It is presumed that an elevation of some 
4,500 feet above sea level, as the lowest 
valleys and sink* of Nevada appear to 
be, would leave a general impression 
for good, or evil, upon animal life. Tbe 
effect is manifestly favorable to both 
man and beast. The solidifying effect 
of mountain climate which is here the 
normal one tbe year round is readily 
seen. Tbis gives compactness to ani- 
mal nature, and rapidly increases th* 
measure of solid flesh and fat as well as 
stimulates the currents ol healthful life. 
Those who have thoroughly examined 
the beef markets ot the still cooler, and 
to some extent, more mountainous coun 
try of Montana, will doubtless find even 
a better illustration of the same princi 
pie. Tbe staple, native grass here, as 
in Montana, is the bunch grass, so fa- 
mous for its beef creating and fattening 
properties. It appears to exist in much 
sparser proportions in tbis State, how- 
ever, tkan in the above mentioned Ter- 
ritory, and the larger stock-men, unless 
having control of the extensive ranges, 
are compelled to fall back upon th* do- 
mesticated grasses, at certain seasons ol 
the year. Where stock is tbe chief ob- 
ject of attention as in Smith, Malon anj 
some other valleys, alfalfa is the princi 
pal tame grasrf or clover brought iuto 
requisition.

Honed, immense ricks of tbis forage are 
cat every season, unl stacked up m vast 
quantities upon every principal ranch 
Many thousands of acres are devoted to 
tbe cultivation of tbis clover in Mason 
Valley, alone. 


As many as three cuttings are taken 


from tb* lame soil every season, aver 
aging from 6 to 9 tons per acre.

choice tea-green clover, grown aad curK 
iu Nevada's cool, pure, bone 3ry cli 
mate, is an article qnile different fiom 
anything we have known of it hereto 
for*. Horses aud cattle are passionately 
fond of it, and appear to fatten, when 
I mug upon it, as rapidly and healthful! 
as when fed apuu ttie choicest grain. 


In Mrtson Valley we noticed many 


thousands of cattle bad been driven in 
fto.u California and were being fed am 
fattened upon this clover-bay for tb* 
weateru mtrkrt. This wan fed out tr 
the ranchmpn to tbe numerous herds a' 
the almost nominal price of three dol 
lars per ton, aud yet scarcely a iraffi 
oiauoy of outtle could be obtained in th 
country to consume tbe bonanztof swee 
clover-bay.

Fortunately their record is nnch 
as to inspire confidence in tbeir fitness 
for any emergency. 
The career ot 


General Sheridan needs no recapitula- 
tion. He waa on* of the most active 
and aaceeicJal officers in the lal* war,' 
his operations in the Shenadoah Valley 
and elsewhere among tbe most brilliant 
achievements on record. Thronghont 
Europe, aa well M in bit own country, 
bia rrpatatiorr aa a eolditr is first-class. 


General Schofleld, who has bean as- 


aigoed to Governor's Island, lias s«*n 
lea* active service than any of tbe others, 
and is reputed to be less fond of it, 
though there is no question aa to bis 
bravery. He bore an honorable fart in 
tbe civil war, tad was brevetted for gal- 
lantry in the battle of Franklin, Ten- 
nessee, a brevet which, should have gone 
to Cox or Opdvck, because Scbeneld did 
not earn it in that awfnl fight. He is, 
howev*r, a fin* tactician, and an able, 
clear-headed man, but it is doubtful if be 
could manage the arruy, in case uay thing 
should happen to General Sh*ridan, aa 
well as Terry could, whom be outrank*, 
Bin military circles General Terry, al- 
though the oily on* of the four who 
was not a Went Pointer, is generally 
considered tbe b»et all around officer in 
the army. His record is a brilliant one, 
and he la as (intellectual as be ia brave 
and dashing. Some of bis movements, 
both during and ainoe tbe late war were 
real inspirations of genius. la any war 
in the immediat* future Terry would be 
probably our mainstay among the active 
G«nerala. 


General Howard also has a very fine 


record as a soldier, bnt be is not so uni- 
versally liked and respected ai a man. 
The causes of bia unpopularity are 
familiar and n«*d not be dwelt upon too 
fully or too severely. His bravery and 
patriotism, as displayed on many a 
bloody field, ar* unquestionable. He 
lost his right arm at Fair Oaks early in 
1862, bnt nevertheless fought in the van 
all through th* war with distinguished 
valor.
